Dr. Condon, director of the U. S. 
Bureau-of Standards and an atomic 
scientist, appeared before the Sen- 
ate Rules committee to testily on a 
bill by Senator Lucas (D-Ul.) This 
measure would allow persons crit- 
iciied in congressional investiga- 
tions to present their side of the 
st cry. 


Condon said 
the

power to investigate should be un- 
limited but 
persons 
investigated 
publicly should be permitted to re- 
ply. 


He said he himself has never been 
given a hearing by the Un-Amer- 
ican Activities committee although 
a subcommittee has railed him one 
of the "weakest links" in the atomic 
security chain.

RaidOnNon-Union 
Company In Hawaii 
1st Strike Fight 


Honolulu, July 20—(JP)—A raid on 
the offices of a new non-union 
Stevedoring company today touched 
off the first major violence in Haw- 
aii's 81-day dock strike. 


Twenty-eight men were arrested 
and 19 yere injured, including two 
police officers. 


Police Capt. Eugene Kennedy said 
the raid by about 300 pickets was 
directed by loudspeaker from a 
Longshoremen union sound truck. 


"Get the cops first," was one of| 
the instructions broadcast, Kennedy 
said. 


The raiders, armed with clubs, 
rocks and knives, struck-when only 
four police officers were at the 
scene, the police captain related. 
They scaled a 12-foot wire, fence to 
get at 25 to 30 non-union dock 
workers. 
A brief but bitter fight 
ensued. It was all over in 10 min- 
utes—before police reinforcements 
arrived.
